Washington, Dec. 2.—The most ag- 


gressive step yet taken by the United 
States toward the protection of Amer- 
ican lives and American Interests In 
Nicaragua was executed today jvhen 
the protected cruiser Albany and the 
gunboat Yorktowu were ordered to 
proceed at full speed from Magdalena 
bay to Corlnto, on the Paciiic coast 
of Nicaragua.

The. note of Secretary Knox to the

lurbulehce and outrage in the Central 
American republics must ceaae. It is 
it once a1 definition of this govern- 
nent's responsibility under the Mon- 
•oe doctrine, for the decent conduct of 
:hose -little republics and notice served 
apon. them "-that that responsibility is 
incepted by this government and will 
oe executed. 


In hia famous, message of December 


17, 1895, anent the Venezuelan bound- 
try dispute with Great Britain, Presi- 
dent Cleveland stated anew this gov- 
imtnent's adherence to the Monroe 
loctrine. It was like a trumpet call 
ind startled America quite as much 
is it jolted Great Britain and the bal- 
tnce of Europe. It imparted to Mon- 
•oeism a vitality and meaning that It 
lad then never had. Vigorous main- 
••enance of the Monroe doctrine carries 
vith It a moral responsibility for the 
Conduct of those nations whose inde- 
>endent sovereignty and territorial in- 
tegrity the great doctrine protects and 


. ruarantecs. It is a great offense to 


he principles of Monroeism that the- 
'Ittle nations which exist solely be- 
ause of the aegis of the doctrine take 
idvantage of their fenced situation to 
orget and ignore the restraints of all 


- - h e usages and tenets of International 


oroity. This should not be and it Is 
he duty of this government to s«e that 
t no longer shall be. That such Is to 
ie the policy of President Taft's de- 
<arttnent of state seems to be clearli

TO WASH REAL LACE. 


To wash real lace the best plan Is 


to baste it to a strip o£ clean white 
muslin, catching each point carefully 
to the foundation. 


After soaking in a suds made from 


white soap and warm water it should 
be thoroughly rinsed in clear' warm 
and then cold water. 
Bluing should 


not be used for laces, not even the imi- 
tation. 


In order to restore the oil to the 


thread and also to soften the color the 
lace 
should 
be 
finally 
rinsed 
in 


Kkimmed milk. 


To iron, lay a clean rag over, the strip 


or' basted lace and press with a moder- 
ately warm iron. 
Remove the cloth 


snip each basting thread with the scis- 
sors and the lace will look like new.
